Wonderful rowers of Vision of the Crow, 


tile Bnzzard and tho Vulture. 


When an animal is killed and skin- 


ned, says Sir Samuel Bnker, before 
the operation is completed t£e first bird 
to appear is the wily nnd omnipresent 
crow. The next is the ordinary buzzard. 
Both these birds are uoar ij* surface of 
the earth, seeking their food with un- 
tiriug energy. But although they may 
have keen power of scent, oven they, in 
my opinion, arc mainly guided by their 
aonteuess of vision, aa they are always 
on the alert, hunting in every direction, 
und, in fact, keeping a sharp lookout. 
The third arrival is tho small, red 
necked vulture. This bird descends from 
a great height. It is now most interest- 
ing to watch tho concentration from all 
quarters of tho compass. This is easily 
arranged by lying beneath a bush and 
shading the eyes whilo you gaze into 
the depp bine sky. It will appear to be 
all alive with tho smallest flies, all 
moving, all hurrying and descending. 
These become rapidly larger, and you 
are aw arc they arc vultures, collecting 
from such enormous altitudes that were 
a mountain top exposed it would be 
capped with everlasting snow. While 
you arc straining your eyes to peer into 
these blue vaults you are atartled by a 
tremendous rush like the ronr of a 
rocket. This ia the descent, with closed 
wi2i2!:, of scnnoof tho Inrge, barenecked 
vuHnr. .-, who have plunged like a plum- 
met for some thousand feet to share in 
tho feast below. All those birds flying 
at high altitudes have been soaring up- 
on endless wings, never fatigued by 
motion, as tl;py seldom flap, but only to 
adjust themselves to the currents of air 
upon -which they float, and having, with 
their extraordinary powers of sight, ob- 
served tho hurry of (smaller birds to 
Bomo attractive point, they huve at once 
directed their course to fulfill the Bibli- 
cal expression, "Whore the carcass is, 
thsre shall the eagles (vultures) bo gath- 
ered together."

Here is what Hon. Francis G. 


New-lands said on the subject over six 
year*) ago, as it was written by the 
writer of this and published in ths 
Silver Slate of June 23,1890: 


A representative of the Silver State 


was among those who called upon Mr. 
Newlunds while the train was here, and 
when asked if he believed a free coin- 
age bill would be passed by the present 
Congress Mr. Nowlantia said: 
"I have 


called upon the President and found 
him to be a strong man mentally and 
with more force of character thau 
Pacific Coast people supposed. 
Ha 


claims to be a friend of silver but does 
not favor free coinage of the metal and 
would, doubtless, veto a free coinage 
bill." 
Mr. Newlands thinks, however, 


that the House of Representatives will 
save him that trouble by refusing to 
pass such a measure, and is oC the 
opinion that the best way to solve the 
silver problem is to organize a Silver 
party and go into tho fight with "f reo 
coinage', nailed to the mast hear!. 


The above proveu that Mr. Nowlands 


was among the first, if not the first, 
prominent person who foresaw that in 
dependent political action was neces- 
sary to insure tho remonetization of 
silver. At the time when he expressed 
the above opinion Mi1. Harrison was 
President, and the House of Eepre- 
sentatives, with Speaker Keed at its 
bead, and the Senate were Republican.

with Hon. William M. Stewart and 
Hon. Francis Q. Newlands as their 
standard bearers, a victory unprece- 
dented was achieved. 
Other States 


followed the example of Nevada, and 
the silver problem is about to be solved 
.by independent action, for in every 
State from the Platte to the Atlantic 
William Jennings Bryan is bearing 
aloft the "Free Coinage" banner and 
marching to the White House with the 
largest following since the days of 
Lincoln. 


WHO IS OB. DATIS? 


Yesterday men who have lived in Ne- 


vada since it was organized as a Terri- 
tory, as well as later arrivals, and 
younger people, who were nurtured in 
,he sagebrush, were asking "Who is

DISHONEST IN EVERYTHING, 


The leaders of the Republican party

Election I'rooincts. 


By the provisions of an act of the 


Legislature iu 1889 (stat. 1889, p. 73) it 
is the duty of the Commissioners to 
divide the several voting precincta in 
their respective counties so that no 
more than 400 votes shall be polled in 
any one precinct. This would seem to 
make it obligatory upon the Commis- 
sioners to increase the voting precincts 
in the town of Eeno. At the last elec- 
tion there were polled over 400 votea in 
each of tho Second and Third Wards in 
Reno, and this year there will ba a con- 
siderable increase iu both the First aud 
Sejoud Wards. The object of the law 
is to allow the voter to cast his vote 
with deliberation, and that the vote 
may be more readily counted. It will 
be remembered that the election board 
in both these wards occupied nearly 
two days in countiug the votes, and 
some of the members were nearly ex- 
hausted when the work was finished. 
The Second and Third Wards should be 
divided, making five precincta instead 
of two. Let Sierra street be the divid- 
ing line north and south and the rail- 
road east aud west. Let the First Ward 
remain as it is; all that portion of the 
town north of the river, east of Sierra 
street and south of the railroad tho 
Second Ward; North of the railroad 
and east of Sierra the Third; west of 
Sierra aud north ot the railroad the 
Fourth, and south of the railroad and 
west of Sierra the Fifth. By such 
division the voters and the canvassing 
board would be greatly acoocamodatec 
and without ndditionaf expense, save 
perhaps the construction of two ad 
ditional ballot boxes.

Cfrngsa ami Tabahortty Aro Among Their 


Favorite Pastimes. 


The fust game an Indian boy learns 


is ohugga. Any number of boya lino up 
und crouch down with their knees bent. 
The boy on the end shouts "Chugga!" 
aud all start off together. The one who 
goes fastest and farthest wins tho game. 
The squatting position pf the body must 
bo maintained throughout. Walking 
clragga. is very difficult, as it is a great 
strain on the muscles of tho back and 
legs. Hopping cliugga is still more diffi- 
cult. The stooping position is tho same, 
but only one foot can be used. Even an 
export can rarely hop cluigga for 100 
feet without stopping or stumbling.
